BIG DEMONSTRATION BY THE MINERS

UNIONTOWN, PA,, Sept. 4.—One of the largest demonstra-
tions of its kind ever planned by union labor in the bituminous
coal fields of western Pennsylvania is scheduled to be held here
today. Thirty thousand miners on strike since April 1, led by
